When 
the season closed and ho began to settle 
up for the year, he went to Chicago to 
consult with tho other owners of tho 
schooner, and when he reached there he 
found that he had lost several vouchers 
without which ho could not make a sat- 
isfactory settlement with his partners, as 
they would take it that a failure to pro- 
dnco tho proper vouchers tor expendi- 
ture would indicate au attempt to be 
dishonest.

he returned homo on Saturday night, he 
complained ot being sick. The thought 
of being considered ainhonest severely 
preyed upon his mind. On Tuesday 
noon his wife left his bedside, and in a 
few miuates after the screaming of thei. 
htlle daughter brought back the wife to 
tho ghastly scene of her husband sawing 
a knife back and forth across hia neck. 
Mrs. Roberts took tho knife from him 
and called for help, and in an instant 
Alderman Herrick was present, when 
Cuptuiu Roberts began to tear his throat 
open with his fingers, thus opening 
tho juglar vein. In

accomplishing this terrible deed, he suc- 
ceeded in hia purpose. When the phy- 
sicians were attempting to sew up the 
wound, ho determinedly held his breath 
till the blood trickled down his throat, 
and he expired. He was only 33 years' 
old, had a .wife and two children, and was 
counted one ot the best men in Racine.

On the tomb of Bnllat Savariu, at 


Fere Lachaiae, an enthusiastic reader of 
the "Physiologic da Gout," deposited on 
the Day of the Dead last year—not a 
wreath but a pate de foie grits. 


At the funeral of Robert J, Smith, of 


Pittsburgh, Pa., his divorced wife plead- 
ed with bitter tears, to be permitted to 
look upon the face of the corpse, but was 
repulsed by the family and clergyman. 


At Ternpletou, Mass., tho Rev. Gerard 


Busbnel, died on Sunday, Febuary 27, 
aged 75. His wife, two years his senior, 
had died on the preceding day. They 
were buried in the same grave on 
Tuesday. 


The relaitives (of John Hammill. of

In Paris tho percentage of civil inter- 


ments varies from 9.6 per cent, at Hassy 
to 37.4 at Menilmontani. As the funerals 
became humbler the rate increases; lioh 
people are buried from the church, but 
of the funerals of the ninth—the loweit 
class—more than one-half are conducted 
whithout religious ceremonies. 


Bishop Gorngan, of New Jersey, will 


not allow services to be performed at 
funerals where there are more than 
twelve carriages present; -Cardinal Man- 
ning, in England, discourages lavish ex- 
penditures on such occasions, aud ia op- 
posed to Sunday funerals. 
The Archbi- 


shop ot Cantebury has also come out in 
favor of simplification of the funerals. 


Tho late Mr. John W. Dwiuolle, of 


San Francisco, after prescribing all tho 
arrangements for his funeral, wrote as 
follows: "I desire that there shall bo no 
adjournment of court. 1 desire that tho 
hour ot tho funeral shall be fixed at 1 
o'clock p. m., so that the members of tho 
bar who wuh may attend it without in- 
terfering with the business ot the courts. 
The custom ol. adjourning the courts 
when a lawyer dies ought to become 
obsolete. There is no good reason why 
the business ot twelve courts of record 
should bo interrupted for a day because 
a lawyer, even the most distinguished, 
happens to die."
